WASHING TON TEKKITOBY. 
Advices from Alaska. 
Port Townsend, October 25th.— The 
eteamer Idaho arrived yesterday morning, 
bringing news from Sitka up to the 14th. 
Tne revenue cutter Corwin arrived at Sitka 
October 13th from an extended cruise in 
northern waters. All on board were well. 
Duiiog the cruise the Corwin called at Bel- 
kaps B at, and found much sickness had pre­ 
vailed among the natives during the Bum­ 
mer.The fur companies report a successful sea­ 
son. the sea olter catch being large. 
The example made by Captain Healy on 
his lato cruise has had a healthy effecfi’aud 
the brewing of grass has become much less­ 
ened. 
The Corwin will gr to Juneau and return 
to Sitka before going to sea. 
The following is from the Corwin’s log on 
her northerly cruise : “ Left Ounalaeka July 
30th; Btopped at St. Paul aud St. George 
Islands; found sealing season over, ubusI 
catch being had; went nnder sail to St. 
Matthews Island, famous for polar bears; 
from there steamed to St. Lawrence Island, 
On August 31 a boat wassEnt ashore to the 
village of Kallcgok, and found about one 
hundred bodies in au advanced state of de­ 
composition. Oo August 5th anchored at 
Northwest Cape, the only village where any 
of the natives are left alive. They state 
that the deaths were caused by starvation, 
the annus 1 supply of walrus having failed. 
Oa August 6th spoke schooner Leo in Plover 
Bay with relit f party on board. Next day 
arrived at North Head, and were informed 
that on May 20th the ice pack that had been 
settling towards the Siberian coast had drifted 
back. A party 0» natives went sealing on 
the icc, and came across the body of Putnam 
oa a fl ie. The body was very much swollen 
and decomposed, and lying near by was his 
revolver, the skeleton i f a dog and a broken 
sled. The natives ltfc everything undis­ 
turbed, they beiDg too superstitious to touch 
a dead body. Oa August 16th spoke the 
whaling barks Geerge and Susan, Francis 
Palmer, Abraham, Seabret ze.p and biig 
Hididgo, 811 nearly emp’y. Anchored for 
the night off the United States Signal 
Station at Cape _ Smyth, 
about ten 
miles south of Point Barrow. Lieuten­ 
ant Kay and a party of eight men 
ara well and comfortably located. The Lieu­ 
tenant has made two sledge journeys curing 
the «'inter—one fifty miles into the interior 
and one IOO miles aloDg the coast. On the 
latter, .owards the Mackenzie, a large and 
hitherto unknown river was discovered that 
appeared to be as large as the Missouri It 
was shallow, but owing to the ice Lieutenant 
Kay could not ascertain whether it was 
navigable. Tho Indians in the neighborhood 
of tbe station have shown signs cf discontent, 
and the Lieutenant has buiit a stockade and 
mounted a Gatling gun on a tower for pro­ 
tection. His party are well armed with re­ 
peating rifles, and are able to look out for 
themseiveB. The C.,rwin went as far north 
as 71°, 46' higher than she ever had been. On 
August ilth spoke whaling barks. The Cone, 
The Coral, J. II. Holland, Heien Mar. Bound­ 
ing Billow and Fieetwing. All had met with 
very poor success. Next day reached longi­ 
tude 149° 28' west, within a few miles of Re­ 
turn Reef, the point where the schooner John 
Franklin and party turned back iu 1826. The 
ice becoming thick and hdavy the Corwin 
turned to tbe westward hemeward bound. 
Coaled ship at the coal mine on Cape Sie- 
lnme, and found the coal of good quality. 
Bishop Nestor’s body has been embalmed, 
and a ill be forwarded to San Francisto dur­ 
ing the summer.” 
The Corwin cruieed 18 000 miles. The sea­ 
son has been an open one and very mile. The 
work done reflects great credit on Captain 
Healy and the officers and mer, and oroves 
the increasing efficiency of the revente ma­ 
rine service. 
Tbe Adams has moored in Sitka harbor, 
which she wilt make her beadquartcrp. Her 
commander evinces much interest in tbe wel­ 
fare of Alaska.

THE BAILKOAD 
QUUTIOB 
AMD R A T I 
POLITICS. 


Among tbe false pretenses set np by the 
politicians in the present campaign there is 
none more transparently fraudulent than 
tho pretense that it is desired to force the 
railroad out of politics. 
The railroad 
question has been taken np by these dema­ 
gogues in the absence of all other issues, 
and is being used for the sole purpose of 
satisfying personal and factional greed. 
The very manner in which it is being 
treated, namely, by the most reckless mis­ 
representation, exaggeration and inven­ 
tion, should convince every intelligent ob­ 
server that no practical settlement can 
come oat of such a movement. 
We have 
two parties bidding against one another for 
popular support by trying to surpass one 
another in wild and impossible promises. 
We have candidates declaring themselves 
in favor of twenty per cent, redactions in 
freights and fares, thongh they possess no 
knowledge as to the effect of their propo­ 
sitions. 
We have other candidates talking 
of dealing with the property of their fel­ 
lows as though all private property rights 
had been abolished. 
And all together are 
screaming abase and dennnciation, and 
shouting themselves hoarse i> their des­ 
perate efforts to make the people believe 
that they are the only reliable railroad 
wreckers and communists in the State, aud 
that they alone can be trusted to do as 
much harm as possible to that interest 
which mere than all others combined haa 
built up California. 
Now the policy which these shameless 
political impostors have adopted is one 
which has no natural end. 
I t is indeed in 
the very nature of such a policy th at it 
should proceed from bad to worse. 
It 
tends to perpetuate itaelf, and to become 
more destructive to the community and to 
good morals continually. 
For whereas 
the demagogues of to-day demand a twenty 
per cent, reduction, it follows inevitably 
that the demagogues of to-morrow must 
go further, and demand a thirty per cent, 
reduction. 
There ia no natural limit to 
this kind of rivalry. 
W hen men have 
once persuaded themselves th at they are 
free to promise away the property of their 
neighbors, there is no reason why they 
should 8top until their neighbors have been 
stripped bare ; and when they have thus 
completely despoiled one class, there is no 
reason why they Bhould not fall upon an­ 
other. 
And inasmuch as the lavish prom­ 
ises now being made are utterly incapable 
of being redeemed'; since indeed those 
who made them 
never have had the 
slighest intention of trying to redeem 
them ; it also follows that those who next 
come before the public for their suffrages 
will have to bid still higher, to lie more 
boldly, to employ more unmeasured denun­ 
ciation, in order to get what they want. 


AgaiD, since whenever men find them­ 
selves personally responsible for their ac­ 
tions they are compelled to become more 
cautiouB and conservative, it follows that 
those who aro about to be put in office will 
discover the impossibility of fulfilling their 
campaign pledges. 
Their failure to fulfill 
those pledges, however, will afford a handle 
to a new set of greedy demagogues, who 
will seek public favor by denouncing them, 
and so the politics of the State must con­ 
tinue to resolve in a vicious circle, becom­ 
ing more corrupt and demoralized every 
year, until all honesty and truth are fairly 
banished from our public affairs, and they 
are monopolized by the very worst class of 
knaves. 
This is the sequel to a calm con­ 
templation of which we iavite the voters 
of the State. There is no liaw in the chaiQ 
of sequence, 
A contest of demagogistn 
once set up, and supported by the voting 
misses, cannot possibly result in any other 
condition of things than that which we 
have outlined here. 
So long in fact as 
demagogues are allowed to force the rail- 
r o a t ^ ^ ^ ^ t into politics, and to make of 
it ttflQ ^ K ia n t issue, s > long will they 
continue 
employ this device, for their 
own profit, and to the injury of the com­ 
monwealth. 


But, it may be thought, Bines both sides 
are this year guilty of the same imposi­ 
tions, there remains no way of punishim* 
them, or of indicating ta a t the public of 
California do not approve, of their methods. 
Yet this is a mistake. 
I t is true that un­ 
der the circumstances the people cannot 
express their 
dissatisfaction 
with the 
emphasis desirable, bat they can manifest 
their real sentiments by placing the seal 
of rebuke upon the holiest and least un­ 
scrupulous of the demagogues in the field. 
The Be publican State programme this year 
is plainly and unequivocally a programme 
of hypocrisy, fraud and sham. 
The plat­ 
form adopted by the State Convention was 
deliberately framed with the single pur­ 
pose of surpassing the Democrats in the pre­ 
tense of hostility to tbe railroad. 
It is a 
thoroughly unprincipled policy which is 
being followed by the leaders of that party. 
They are posing as " anti-railroad” men, 
not because they believe what they say, 
but because they want to surpass tho 
Democrats in their professions. 
It is very- 
certain that if the San Jose Convention 
had not adopted an anti-railroad platform, 
that issue would never have been heard of 
at Sacramento. 
The onu3 of the most 
brazen and barefaced demagogism there­ 
fore rests upon the Republicans. 


Of course, too, overy statem ent they make 
on this head is tantam ount to an admission 
that the Democrats were right, and were 
also the pioneers in the anti-railroad field. 
And since these things are so it is clear 
that a Republican success would be a dis­ 
tinct encouragement to the rivalry in fraud 
and mendacity at present being carried on, 
to the disgust and humiliation of every 
thinking man. "And whatever views men 
may hold about the railroad question, no 
really intelligent person can expect any 
reform from the kind of movement now 
going on. 
It is in no sense an exaggeration 
to say that corporate interests are really 
less endangered by such blind and false 
attacks than by any other kind of assault. 
For it is not by reckless stump-speeches, 
or deliberately untrue journalistic writings, 
that im portant public benefits are ever 
obtained. 
The sole aim and object of these 
noiBy demonstrations is the aggrandizement 
of individuals, and when that has been 
secured the demonstration will cease. Tne 
true way to put and keep the railroad out 
of politics is not to give premiums to 
demagogues, but to reject and repudiate 
them altogether. 
By electing as Railroad 
Commissioners men whose characters are 
their bonds, and who neither require nor 
will give reckless pledges ; by rebuking 
candidates who insult the popular intelli­ 
gence by their fulsome and hypocritical 
practices ; by teaching parties that profuse 
professions are not the best recommenda­ 
tions to popular confidence ; by electing 
nonest and upright men to the Legislators ; 
and by trusting to the results of deliberate 
and impartial investigation for the removal 
of abuses ; the disease which now afflicts 
onr State politics may be cured, and a bet­ 
ter condition cf things brought about. 
But the first step ia such an amelioration 
m ast consist in-the administration of an 
emphatic rebuke to the ram pant and in­ 


famous demagogism which characterizes 
the present campaign. 
No other course 
can produce any improvement, but that 
will, for the politicians are quick enough 
to learn when they receive their leason at 
the polls, even though they may have been 
too stupid or too unprincipled to take the 
advice which if followed would have saved 
them from defeat and humiliation. 


THE 
PROHIBITION 
TICKET. 


There is a good deal of speculation just 
now on the probable effect of the Prohibi­ 
tion movement in State polities. 
N atu­ 
rally the Republican and Democratic poli­ 
ticians are trying each to make out that it 
will injure the other, though it must be 
adm itted that the Republicans have the 
moat reason to apprehend a loss of voter. 
For it must be obvions to the least observ­ 
ant that the Prohibitionists are nearly all 
natural Republicans, and it is equally clear 
that they expect, through their present 
movement, to influence tbe Republican 
party hereafter. 
In fact they argue openly 
th at if they can poll a considerable vote 
next month, and if through their secession 
the Repnblioans are defeated, they will be 
able to secare whatever they may demand 
in the way of repressive legislation from 
the next Republican State Convention. 
Porsibly they may err in this calculation, 
b at they certainly believe that they have 
taken 
tbe 
right 
method 
to 
bring 
the 
Republican 
party 
to 
terms 
in 
the fu tu re; and if 
they were Demo­ 
crats 
they 
would 
hardly 
hold 
such 
language. 
They Have, however, put a full 
ticket in the field, and speakers, and they 
show a determination to take their full 
share in the cauvass. 
Aud there is this 
one significant difference between them 
and the old parties : They are in earnest, 
and have a genuine issue, whereas jthe old 
parties are not in earnest, and have only 
sham issues. 
As to the effect of their 
movement npon State politics, of course 
nothing more than speculation is possible, 
but those who affect to think that they 
will cast but a small vote do not seem to 
give enough weight to the fact that there 
has never been a year when the people 
manifested so little interest or confidence 
in the old parties. 
Under these circum­ 
stances a body of men who feel that they 
have been betrayed by the politicians, and 
who honestly hold that they represent a 
more im portant issue than has been im­ 
ported into politics since the abolition of 
human slavery, may find many more fol­ 
lowers than would be probable at another 
time.

The Chronicle lies again 
in asserting that the rates of freights and 
fares in this State are extortionate. They 
are not.

in attempting to institute a comparison be­ 
tween the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
roads and the California roads. 
As we 
showed conclusively the other day, all such 
comparisons are fraudulent, misleading and 
fallacious. 
The truth is as we then stated 
it, namely, that the conditions of transpor. 
tation in this State are wholly different 
from those of any other in the Union. The 
greatest volume of freight passes over the 
local roads at a particular season of the year, 
and for a short time only.

It follows from this that the 
State roads have to carry more dead stock 
than the Eastern roads ; that they run more 
empty freight trains ; that they have to 
pay the expenses of operation, and make

the Kastern roads cited 
by 
the 
Chronicle 
can 
always count 
upon full cars both ways, and from one end 
of the year to the other. 
Whoever at­ 
tempts to discuss the railroad question in 
California without taking these facts into 
consideration; whoever undertakes to in­ 
stitute comparisons between the California 
reads and Eastern ones, as though they 
occupied 
analogous position ; 
whoever 
asserts that the facts referred to do not 
constitute most important factors in the 
transportation 
problem, 
aud 
do 
not 
vitally affect the question of expenses 
and profits ; is either a hopeless fool or as 
hopeless a knave. 
Of course we are well

LOSAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THE CA.SE OF B. LASK7. 
Yesterday the attention of the Police Court 
was occupied for some time in the examina­ 
tion of the charge [against B. Lasky for the 
alleged receiving of stolen property. The 
case was conducted by City Attorney Ander­ 
son for the prosecution, and J. N. Young for 
the defense. Creo. L. Pops was the first wit­ 
ness called. He testified as follows : Am a 
painter for the Central Pacific Kailrosd 
Company; reside at Oakland ; was in Sacra­ 
mento October I4th with W. A. Sawyer, an 
employe of the railroad company ; we had a 
painter’s ou'fit-car, in which we stored our 
articles when not in use ; on Saturday at 1 
o’clock we left our watches in our vests in the 
ear (watches here identified by witness); 
when we went back in the evening found the 
car had been opened and the watches stolen ; 
we then notified officer liriseell. 
\V. A. Sawyer was next sworn, and cor­ 
roborated the testimony given by Mr. Pope. 
Detective Brissell was the next witness, 
and testified that as soon as he learned of the 
theft of ttie property he called upon several 
pawnbrokers aud notified them of the loss. 
He wont to Lasky’s placa immediately, and 
found one of the watches, that of George L. 
Pope, where it had been sold for §2 50, an 1 
I.askv told him that the man would redeem 
it. He then gave him a particular decc.rip- 
tion of the other watch, telling him of tbo 
letters on the inside, that the crystal was 
broken, and that there was a gold charm at­ 
tached. He said he also cautioned him that 
it did not look well to purchase property 
without knowing who the parties were, par­ 
ticularly at such low prices, considering the 
actual value. Detective Bria.-eli said that on 
Monday he went there again in search of an­ 
other watch, and after examining gome 20 
or 25 watches, found the one which belonged 
to Sawyer, bearing all the descriptions he had 
given l.isky. He was informed that it had 
just been purchased, or rather that it had 
just been pawned, for S- 50, and there was 
an entry in a book showing that he had re­ 
ceived it ou that day. Brissell said he asked 
him how it was that te would receive proper­ 
ty iu euch a way after a full description had 
been left with him. Lasky said he could not 
read, and that his book entries were made by 
another party. Witnesa then asked for a 
description of the parties who lafs the 
watches, and was given Bsveral descriptions, 
each contradicting the other, sc that he could 
not tell anything about the parties. He 
said Li'ky was very saucy, and said 
heü paid a license and had a right 
to buy what he pleased and from whom he 
pleased. He said the book shown him by de­ 
fendant gave no description of the parties 
who left the watcbee. but one showed the 
name of “ Howard,” Western Hotel, and the 
other “ Korst,” City Hotel, each entry show­ 
ing the amount paid to be $2 50. Brissell 
said when he asked defendant to go with him 
to identity the parties from who he re­ 
ceived the watches he received in reply 
that he (Lssky) had nothing to do with the 
matter; teat be paid his license and was an 
honest man. 
Officer EHred was then sworn, and cor­ 
roborated the testimony of detective Brissell 
in regard t > the conversation with Lasky. 
The watch es and i> s i iptions were then pro­ 
duced in evidence, sfter which the prosecu­ 
tion rested. Defendant’s counsel moved to 
the charge for lack of sufficient evi- 
^^Rsca. The motion was tully discussed by 
counsel on both sides, and the Court, after 
hearing the argument, discharged the de­ 
fendant. 
The tes’imocy in the ca»e developed the 
fact that Lasky was conducting a pawn 
broket's business without the necessary 
license, and he was rearrestcd and charged 
with misdemeanor.

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DOMESTIC NEWS. 
The Jeannette Inquiry. 
W a sh in gto n, October 25th.—The elim i­ 
nation of Lieutenant Danenhower before the 
Jeannette Board of Inqniry was resumed this 
morning. He said : Traveling improved some 
about July 4 h, aud about two miles were 
made that day. July O h there was a great 
movement of the ice, and traveling became 
very bad. Oa the 13;h th? Captain an­ 
nounced that he had made 27 miles the oast 
week, against 13 the previous one. July 16;h 
the land bore south to southwest, and our 
course was directed to it. On that day Col­ 
lins killed a seal, which furnished a goodmsal 
for the entire party. July 28th, at 7 p. m , 
the weather cleared, aud laud was plainly 
visible. We shifted to an immense floe pises, 
advanced one and a half miles toward the 
land, and camped at 11 p. m. At 2 p. M. of 
the 29:h a mountain suddenly appeared, tow­ 
ering over the fog. The party pushed fcr the 
shore, and after two hours’ work got the sleds 
aud boats upon some flat pieces inside the 
outer line of grounded ice, and camped f >r 
supper. This was at the foot of the island, the 
land beiog too steep to afford a camping 
place. At 7 P. M. of that day the Captain 
lauded with all hands, hoisted the American 
ensign, and took possession in the Dame cf 
the President of the United States, calling it 
Bennett Island, and ordered Phipp to give 
the party ail the liberty they wished on 
American soil. The next day parties were 
sent out to shoot birds. A large number 
were obtained and distributed among the 
tents. July 21st, Dunbar and two ludíaos 
were sent out to explore the southeastern 
island. Divine service was also held. Dun­ 
bar established a cairn August 5th, on the 
southeast face of the island. At this time 
tbe weather was foggy and raw, and a consid­ 
erable number of the party wore sick with 
diarrbd-a, from eating birds. Up to this the 
dogs had been allowed one pound of pem- 
mican each per day. On this day twelve of 
them, bring crippled and of no farther use, 
were shot and buried in the waler. August 
Gth the boats were lannched, and we Btarted 
on our trip from Bennett Island. 
The Court adjourned until to-morrow. 
Trade* Djy at Philadelphia. 
P hiladelphia, October 25th. — Fine 
weather contributed to make Trades Day, in 
the gronp of the centennial fetes, a gala occa­ 
sion. The feature of the day was a proces­ 
sion and a display of trades. The procession 
consisted of twelve divisions, all the leading 
business houses being represented.

during the massacre.
